AMA's inspection was limited 
to emigration in Japan. It did

This is the first of a series on 
the Tokaido.—Editor

It is a pleasure to report that 
Japan's No. 1 highway, the To 
kaido, is in excellent shape. 
Considering the roadbed alone, 
its 336 miles from Tokyo to 
Kyoto rank with the great high- 

ays of the world. Scenically 
tnd in historical interest it has 
few equals.

First of all let us dispel some 
romantic delusions about the 
Tokaido. True, the Tokaido 
witnessed the and go- 
ings of the daimyos in medieval 
splendor, but it was not a high- 
road of commerce in Tokugawa 
days nor did it allow an ub 
restricted tide of travel, 


proceeding to Edo (now Tokyo) 
at great expense to pay peric- 
dic homage to the shogun.

Whatever strange sights the 
Tokaido may have witnessed a 
few centurjes ago, it still car- 
ries a colorful burden of trafic.

to their backs and keep an um- 
brella aloft with one hand while 
steering with the other).

RABAT (AP) — Morocco is 
planning a $76 million five-year 
plan to develop her oil and 
mineral industries. 

Abdel Hafid Kadiri, chief of 
the state-controlled Office of 
Mineral Research and Develop- 
ment (BRPM) said the biggest 
share would be spent on oil and 
natural gas development in the 
south, in -cooperation with 
French and Italian Interests. 

Another sizable portion would 
go to the mineral industry with 
the goal of 8 up phos- 
phate production to 10 million 
tons annually, an Increase of 
45 per cent. New lead, zinc, 
manganese, potash and pyrite 
mines would also be opened.

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Hi The U.N. Mission Report 

The United Nations survey mission headed by Dr. 
Earnest Weissmann produced its first report last week on 
how to build a new metropolitan region in the Kobe-Osaka 


rea. 

While the mission is to submit its final recommenda- 
tions to the United Nations and to the Japanese Govern- 
ment in a year or more, the interim report seems to con- 
tam many practical and intelligent suggestions, which need 
to be translated into reality as soon as possible. 

The area in question, encompassing five cities— Osaka, 
Amagasaki, Nishinomiya, Ashiya and Kobe— contains a 


population of 3,200,000. 


When its suburban population is 


ineluded, the total for the whole region is 7,300,000, which 
makes it the second largest concentration in Japan and one 
of the most densely populated areas of the world. What 
is more, the population of this region is increasing at the 
formidable rate of 300,000 a year. 

It was this advanced case of gigantism which arrested 
the interest of Dr. Weissmann when he was in Japan back 
in 1958 to attend an ECAFE conference. Presumably it 
was his interest in the matter which resulted in the United 


Nations’ offer to send a survey team to diagnose and 


to 


prescribe a suitable remedy for the urban malady. 

The tentative report submitted to the planners of the 
five cities deals with problems and offers solutions under 
such headings as land, transportation, commerce and in- 
dustry, water resources, water and air pollution, housing, 


and so forth. 


‘Running through them is the vital thesis that every 
step to be taken must be taken from an integrated and 


coordinated interurban standpoint. 


What was lacking in 


the past is this coordination and integration in coping with 
the growing pain of the several cities. 

Indeed, the technological progress witnessed in contem- 
porary life is such that it does not permit a city to plan 
ite own housing, transportation and utilities development 
without an organic relationship with its contiguous areas. 

It is natural, therefore, that the mission report should 
recommend amendment of the Local Autonomy Law to 
enable the separate administrative entities to plan and do 


things together. 


The particular state, enacted under the 


Allied Occupation, has stood as an anachronistic landmark 
in the worldwide trend in administration toward central- 
ization away from local autonomy. 
Opposition to any attempt at revising the law may be 
expected. The arbiter on the issue, however, should be 
the mandate of reason rather than face, partisan interests 


or sheer 2.

Kosaka in G. Canada Asks Cooperation to Enlarge Trade Relations 


Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka’s visit to Washington, D.C. 
last week . 3

States. In reply to Prime Min- 
ister Hayato Ikeda’s letter. 
President Eisenhower Friday 
said he hoped to visit Japan “at 
some future time.” 


Kosaka’s visit was the first by 
a Japanese Cabinet member 
since the cancellation of Eisen- 
hower’s scheduled visit in June 
and also the first since the 
formation of the Ikeda Cabinet. 

Although Prime Minister Ike- 
da unequivocally rejected neu- 
tralism, his emphasis upon the 
economic growth program has 
in effect diverted attention from 
diplomatic issues. Kosaka's 
visit to Washington, D.C., how- 
ever, ved highly significant 
at this time, coming as it did 
just before the Japanese gen- 
eral election anticipated for 
late November. 


It is clear that Prime Minis- 
ter Ikeda’s double-meome“ 
plan takes for granted the con- 
tinuance of a close 1 
cooperation in the

Removing Restrictions 

After conveying Japan's deep

Jaunt to Korea 


What will come 
to the attention a forei 
visitor as he walks into 
Capital of the Republic of 
Korea is the fact that the 
majority of the vehicles run- 
ning t its ‘streets are but 
of one ki There seems to be 
no other vehicles in the whole 
city than modified jeeps. The 
members of the press group ac- 
companying the Kosaka mission 
were taken from Kimpo Air 
port to Bando Hotel in foreign- 
made vehicles dispatched by 
the ROK Government but we 
went all the way without ever 
coming across any other vehi- 
cles than the jeeps. 

Our South Korean . 
— covering the Ja a 

oreign Minister’s goodwill ee 
were hard behind us 
the jeeps, the flags of their — 
spective newspapers fluttering 
in front. 

The people here claim that 

jeep, dubbed Sibal or 
“Forerunner,” is not of foreign 
make but one designed by their 
engineers and made up only of 
domestically made parts. 

I could not distinguish a U.S. 
eep from an ROK-made jeep. 

owever, what seemed to be 
only difference was its 
modified parts. It has two 
front seats and three in 
back and has an iron top and 
sides. When I asked one of the 
Korean drivers why they do 
not use more passenger cars of 
foreign make his answer Was a 
“BSibal” does not consume as 
much gas. 

I was told that only a hand- 
ful of high-ranking Government 
officials with a Cabinet minister- 
ship are authorized to use 
foreign make sedans and that 
Dietmen belong to the Sibal 
user category. 

Most taxis are also Sibals. 
They may be easily hailed any 
where in the city except during 
the small hours of the morning 


when taxi operations are 
prohibited. 
Several times during my 


Short stay, I had occasion. to 
take a Sibal taxi but I must say 
it was not a very comfortable 
car to ride in. 

But the Korean people seem 
proud of their ROK- made cars. 

Said one Korean reporter 
showing the spirit of independ- 
ence of the Korean ple: “I 
have seen the streets flooded 


with vehicles of American and 
in 


other foreign makes 
Bangkok, Manila and Saigon 
(Tokyo was not mentioned per- 
haps out of special considera- 
tion), They may be good to 
look at but an independent 
nation should produce its own 
cars and drive them in their 
own land.“ 

Economie rehabilitation is 
making remarkable _ strides, 
according to the same reporter. 
As p he cited the fact that 
almost all the white shirts and 
Western-style clothes worn by 


Seoul citizens are now made in 


Korea. 

The Koreans seem full ot 
confidence and hope due to the 
freedom which they gained 
after their efforts toppled the 
dictatorial Government of Syng- 
man Rhee. They have gained 
confidence in their own ability

and power. Most Koreans I 
met in Seoul either implied or 
explicitly talked of their con- 
fidence. They spoke ill of for- 
mer President Syngman Rhee, 
however. I was very much im- 
pressed by their straightfor- 
wardness and at the same time 
by the lenient attitude of Ko- 
rean police. 


Asked what is the greatest 
change which has taken 
since Syngman Rhee left his 
post four months ago, Koreans 
all answer alike that the great- 
est change is seen in the at- 
titude of police toward the 
public. 


It is not difficult to surmise 
how much the people dreaded 
and suffered from the police 
during the Rhee regime. 

When demonstrators rallied 
in front of the hotel 
Kosaka was staying, the new 
police who were sent to the 
seene showed no authority and 
seemed helpless in their actions. 


One of the student demonstra- 
tors fold me that they would 
have been shot to death if 
such a demonstration had been 
held while Rhee was at the 
zenith of his power. 


The general attitude of Ko- 
reans toward Japanese is apa- 
thetic, but individuals I met 
all speak of their -willingness to 
have friendly relations with the 
Japanese. When I was told 
that the difference was a mat- 
ter of degree and that all Ko- 
reans felt the same way, I 
could not help being —,, 
as to what made them stage a 
lukewarm welcome to a repre- 
sentative of the Japanese 
Government, 


Yet it is not hard to find a 
reason. The Korean people 
have not overcome their anta- 

born of 36 years un- 
der Japan's rule. ; 


Japan’s postwar economical 
reconstruction was a surprise to 
the Koreans and they want Ja- 
pan's assistance to reconstruct 
their own country. But wher 
Japan offers aid, Korea is re 
luctant to receive it because 
she fears that Japan might 
again dominate the country. 


This fear of the Korean peo- 
ple comes from their lack of 
understanding. the Japanese 
people and vice versa. It is 
necessary, therefore, that the 
Japanese open their hearts and 
learn to understand them.

Large quantities of cheap 
mutton and kangaroo meat are 
now being imported into this 
country and processed and sold 


and even in Chinese style mi- 
kumanju” meat rolls. 

As with whale or fish meats 
there can be no objection per 
se to these meats. They are no 
doubt palatable and nutritious 
when properly prepared. 

But, and this is the real 
cause for protest, these cheap, 
low-grade meats are being sub- 
stituted for more costly pork, 
ham and beef and sold under 
false labels at the high prices 
for the true meats. One manu- 
facturer, one of the first to in- 
troduce mutton to this country 
according to his own publicity, 
even had the nerve to raise the 
price of his 90 per cent mutton 
(10 per cent whale or kanga- 
roo) sausage when the price of 
pork went up toward the end 
of last year. 

When I go to a shop and 
specifically ask for a pork sau- 


sage, corned beef, or pay the 
high price for supposedly gen- 
uine inese meat rolls, I do 


not. expect to be handed mut- 
ton, Kangaroo or a cheap and 
smelly meat roll. 

On making inquiries I learn 
that almost all meat processors
